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5. (currently amended) The system of claim 1 , wherein the Web page 
includes at least one advertisement of a Web resource that can make use of the 
API to access the user's personal repository intorfooo to a ccesp a user's job 
document whon th e us e r is making use of th e r e sourc e. 

6. (currently amended} The system of claim 1, wherein the Web site 
generates the Web page based, at least in part, upon a lob document stored in 
the user's personal repository th o u s er's job docum e nt . 

7. (currently amended) A Web Server computer, comprising: 

(a) means for receiving a request from a client computer over a 
network , where the client computer is operated by a user having a personal 
repository for storing job documents and the client computer includes an API for 
accessing the personal repository ; and 

(b) means for responding to the request by sending the client computer 
at least one portal Web page; and 

(c) wherein the at least one portal Web page includes a plurality of 
hyperlinks to a plurality of different Web sites, each Web site providing a Web 
resource configured to communicate with the API in order to access the user's 
personal repository a common i ntorfaoo in order to access a usBp' s iob documont 
whon the ■fcf scMS - aot i vQiy making use of th e r e sourc e. 

8. (currently amended) The Web server computer of claim 7, wherein 
the at least one Web page includes an advertisement of a particular Web resource 
configured to communicate with the API in order to access the user's personal 
repository common intorfaoG in order to aooooo Q uoor's job documont whon tho 
uoor io octively making using of tho rosourcG . 
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9. (currently amended) The Web Server connputer of claim 7, further 
comprising: 

(d) at least one database including information regarding Web Sites 
available over the network each providing a resource configured to communicate 
with the API tho common i ntorfaoo ; and 

(e) means for enabling a client computer to search the at least one 
database. 

10. (original) The Web server computer of claim 9, wherein the at least 
one database further includes information regarding devices that are represented 
by at least some of the Web resources.

(b) the at least one server computer receiving a request from a client 
computer over the network , where the client comouter is operable bv a user that 
has a personal repositorv for storing the user's iob documents and where the 
client computer includes an API for accessing the personal repository ;
